THE APPLICANT PROPOSES TO CHANGE THE POINT OF DIVERSION FOR STATEMENTS OF CLAIM 41C 30151556 
& 41C 30150055. THE PROPOSED POINT OF DIVERSION IS THE ELSER-FINLEY-NORTON DITCH LOCATED IN THE 
NWNESW SEC 21, T6S, R4W, MADISON COUNTY. THE APPLICANT PROPOSES TO RETIRE THE HISTORIC POINT 
OF DIVERSION. THERE WILL BE NO CHANGE IN PLACE OF USE, PURPOSE, OR STORAGE.
